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OBERT Hawkins, 19, entered 

Von Maur at Westroads mall 

on Dec. 5 and opened fire with 

a rifle, killing eight people 
before taking his own life. Five others were 
wounded, two critically. 

Hawkins, clad in military-style clothing, 
entered the mall just before 2 p.m. and began 
firing off rounds randomly. 

Hearing or seeing the shooter had shop- 
pers and employees screaming and running 
away in an attempt to find refuge. Hawkins 
was later found dead on the third floor of the 
store with a self-inflicted gunshot wound. 

Lynne Pitner, a registered nurse at 
University Medical Associates’ Eagle Run 
Health Clinic, walked into Von Maur that 
day to look for Christmas presents for family 
and friends. 

She went to the gift department on the 
third floor. Leisurely, she shopped around 
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until she was ready to check out. As she 
stood in line, she chatted with cashier Janet 
Jorgenson and others in line with her. 

Suddenly, Pitner heard loud bangs 
coming from behind her. She slowly turned 
around and saw Hawkins standing at the 
other side of the store with a gun. 

Ina moment, Pitner’s day transformed 
from a relaxing shopping trip to a day of 
terror. 

“I knew the bangs were coming from 
behind me and, as I was turning around, I 
thought to myself, ‘Gosh, that doesn’t sound 
like ornaments breaking,’ and it just didn’t 
sound right to me,” Pitner said. “So I turned 
around and, just straight south from me 
on the other side of the escalators, I saw the 
shooter. He was standing facing me, but his 
gun and his face were pointed towards the 
west side, by the children’s department.” 

Because she got a good look at the 
shooter and his gun, a SKS assault rifle, she

knew exactly what she was up against. 

“In seeing him, I was able to react 
quickly, so I ran.

As she entered the break room, she told 
everyone around her that there was a shooter 
in the store. They quickly piled into an area 
that housed soda and snack machines and 
they barricaded themselves in. They moved 
the machines and the refrigerators in the 
room and hid behind them.

Pitner said she could hear all sorts of 
noises and gunshots outside and didn’t 
know what to expect.

FTER the Virginia Tech shoot- 

ings last April and the increase 

in university shootings, bomb 

threats and other violent crimes 
| nationwide, questions about security on 
campus naturally arise. 

One suggestion that’s been made is to 
arm Campus Security officers, which the 
Iowa Board of Regents recently decided to 
do at Northern Iowa University, Iowa State 
University and the University of Iowa. 

Assistant Manager of Campus Security 
Paul Kosel said arming UNO’s officers is not 
on the table at this time, mostly because of the 
lack of incidents where it would help. 

“Ym not sure that a person with a side 


arm would be any more effective,” Kosel said. 


Kosel said the Omaha Police Depart- 
ment was able to meet their requests and that 
deadly force was better kept with them. 

Realistically, with current budget tight- 


Security, Kosel said. 

Campus Security is considering increas- 
ing its presence on campus, if it can afford to, 
in anticipation of increased incidents upon the 
opening of the new dormitories at Maverick 
Village this fall. 

“We're looking at adding staff,” Kosel 
said. “Are we going to get them? I don’t 
know.” 

Simply because more students will 
be living on campus, Kosel said he expects 
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tions to increase. The department has already 
added extra personnel to help enforce alcohol 
policies on campus. 

Ultimately, the best way students can 
help make sure campus stays safe is by 
reporting incidents and suspicious activities 
to Campus Security, Kosel said.

Saving the cupcakes

T seems unthinkable that anyone would try to abolish gooey, 
homemade chocolate chip cookies and frosted cupcakes. How- 
ever, last fall, the unthinkable happened. 

In September, UNO issued a ban on selling homemade food. 
The bake sale ban was a result of all four University of Nebraska 
campuses reviewing their food policies. UNL made no changes, 
while the other campuses modified their rules. 

No problems with homemade foods were ever reported on the 
UNO campus. But, because of the potential for contamination, food 
allergies and lawsuits, UNO risk manager Bill Swanson recom- 
mended the prohibition. 

The elimination promptly stirred controversy. 

“We used the money to support our professional development 
by attending workshops, conferences, national and regional com- 
petitions and community service projects,” said Karen Weber, the 
faculy adviser for UNO’s chapter of the Public Relations Student

For organizations impacted by the ban, bake sales were not just 
about raising money. The social aspect was equally important. 

“People are passionate about bake sales because they represent 
a wholesome and fun way to raise money for a good cause,” Weber 
said. 

To the relief of many student organizations, bake sales only 
disappeared for two months. 

In November, Chancellor John Christensen weighed the 
risks and benefits. He decided to reverse the ban, with restrictions. 
Organizations are now required to turn in a form acknowledging the 
university is not liable in legal actions resulting from bake sales. 

The policy also requires written agreement with the new bake 
sale stipulations. Rules mandate individually wrapped and labeled 
items, clearly marking potential allergens, “observing customary 
sanitation” and having organization members present at all times. 

Items needing heat or refrigeration are explicitly forbidden. - FR

Conversations have also been renewed on UNO’s campus, 
with Student Sen. Holly Byers presenting a resolution to student 
government that advocates a compromise that would create 
“free smoking” zones across campus. 

Byers’ proposal was sent back for revisions by the Student 
Senate on March 27, but passed through committee again and 
was expected to be considered in April. Results of the senate’s ac- 
tions on the revised resolution were not known at press time. 

“I think having the resolution sent back to the author for 
revisions was the best thing, because I’m confident it is strong 
now and looking good,” Byers said. 

Part of Byers’ argument for the smoking compromise is a 
student government opinion poll conducted in October 2006 
that found 926 students — 62.44 percent of voters — supported a 
campus-wide ban. Byers and her supporters also pointed to the 
success of a voluntary ban in front of the Criss Library’s main 
entrance and covered walkway. - [R

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Group reviews calendar 


story by Scott Stewart 


ONTROVERSY has 

brewed for years about 

whether year-round 

schooling is beneficial

to UNO’s campus during fall convoca- 
tion when Chancellor John Christensen 
announced an initiative to explore the 
possibility of offering a full 12-month 
course schedule. 

Christensen formed a 12-month 
Operational Task Force in October, charg- 
ing them with exploring how to enhance 
summer course offerings and offer a more 
balanced slate of courses throughout the 
academic year. 

The task force released its report 
in late January, concluding that more 
questions had been raised by the query

I will always have that memory. But, on the 
other hand, I feel so lucky in so many ways.”

HE administration at UNO isn’t 
what it used to be — or who. 
Originating in part from 

the summer 2006 athletic bud- 
get crisis and in part from veteran Mavericks 
deciding to retire, the names of many of the 
university’s movers and shakers changed 
over the course of the past year. 

Chief among those is Chancellor John 
Christensen, a UNO alumnus who previ- 
ously held the position of vice chancellor for 
academic and student affairs. 

Christensen took over as interim 
chancellor in Sept. 2006 after former 
chancellor Nancy Belck stepped down 
amidst allegations she had altered an 
expense report provided to the Omaha 
World-Herald. Christensen was installed 
as the UNO’s 14th chancellor in October. 

Terry Hynes, formerly dean emerita 
and professor in the College of Journalism 
and Communications at the University of 
Florida, will take over Christensen’s old post 
—now renamed senior vice chancellor for 
academic and student affairs — this summer. 

Hynes will replace Sheri Noren Everts, 
who has been serving an interim appoint- 
ment in the position. Noren Everts will 
become provost and vice president for 
academic affairs at Illinois State University. 

Omaha businessman William Conley 
will also move into a vice chancellor position 
in May, having recently been named vice 
chancellor for business and finance. 

Conley’s post was previously filled by 
Jim Buck — under the name of vice chancel- 
lor for administration — until Buck stepped 


down in August 2006, a month after a report 
was published about his compensation 
package. That compensation included a 
$713-per-month lease on a Cadillac as well 
as a $440-per-month membership to the 
Omaha Country Club. 

Julie Totten had been serving as interim 
vice chancellor for business and finance, but 
will return to her job as associate vice chan- 
cellor for business and finance this summer. 

Also resigning in August 2006 was 
former director of communications Teresa 
Gleason, who now works as the program 
coordinator for Omaha By Design. 

Filling Gleason’s shoes during Belck’s 
resignation and its fallout was Tim Kaldahl, 
who was permanently named director of 
university relations last May. UNO hired on 
Wendy ‘Townley, a former Gateway editor- 
in-chief, to Kaldahl’s old post of assistant 
director of media relations. 

Two deans — John Langan of the Col- 
lege of Education and Shelton Hendricks of 
the College of Arts and Sciences — are also 
retiring this year. Search committees have 
brought finalists to campus for visits, but at 
of press time no successors had been named. 

Deborah Smith-Howell, associate vice 
chancellor for academic affairs, also took 
on Tom Brage’s duties as dean of graduate 
studies. Bragg stepped down to focus on 
establishing a research facility at the univer- 
sity’s Allwine Prairie Preserve. 

Rounding out the administrative musi- 
cal chairs is Harmon Maher, who is serving 
as interim associate vice chancellor for 
research and creative activity after Bragg’s 
departure. A search committee for that posi- 
tion is expected to be formed this summer, 
Kaldahl said.

NO’s 2007-08 theater season examined various facets of 
human conflict through three plays. 
.. Aninterpretation of the Tony award-winning play 
: “Art” kicked off the season in October. “Art” explored 
the struggles between three friends after one buys a sizeable and pricey 
white painting passed off as high art. The comedy was directed by 
Cindy Melby Phaneuf, graduate chair for the theater department. 

In November, “The Madwoman of Chaillot” took the stage. The 
play followed the eccentric madwoman in her plot to rid the world of 
greed after she discovered oil prospectors trying to drill through the 
heart of Paris. 

The World War II-era script was adapted to make a statement 
about today’s obsession with greed and politics. The scenery featured 
photos of oil spills, corporate corruption and President Bush. 

_ “We thought of [the Bush comparison] as truly imbedded in the 
text,” director Douglas Paterson said. “The idea is that it is possible to 
resist forces of overwhelming dominance and not only survive, but 
prevail.” 
In February, the

tf their “New Ways/New 
Works’ festival, which 
debuted five plays from 
more than 300 submis- 
sions. The event show- 
cased a new work every 
evening, as well as anew 
way of theater. 
“We wanted some- 
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thing that would challenge 
and expose our students, 
as well as the community, 
to anew way of thinking 
in theater,” festival director 
Amy Lane said in a press 
release. “The response to 
this event has been over- 
whelming. We started with a 
small idea and it has grown into 
this amazing event.” 

The theater season 
conduded in April with an 
adaptation of a 2,400-year-old 
Greek comedy. “The Birds” was 
written and directed by UNO as- 
sistant professor D. Scott Glasser. 
Student Jeffrey Bell wrote an 
original score for the show. 

“T originally had the idea 
of adapting Aristophanes’ “The Birds’ as a rock musical about 20 years 
ago,” Glasser said. “I wrote the script and lyrics last spring and sum- 
mer. We have been fine-tuning ever since.” 

Glasser said the original satire was easily applied to today’s 
world. 

“It is a raucous musical comedy poking fun at social and political 
indulgence,” Glasser said. “The birds are basically gullible, pardon the 
pun, and are easily swayed by outside influence.” 

For UNO Theatre, it was no doubt season of societal statements 
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as well as enlightening entertainment. - [R

‘American Idol’ hits Omaha 


Local talent tries out for Fox’s popular reality show

NE of the nation’s most 
popular reality shows 
came to the metro last 
summer. 

“American Idol,” 
Fox’s national television show, an- 
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nounced in late June that Omaha 
would host auditions for its seventh 
season. 

The vocal pageant, where every- 
day people try out in hopes of becom- 
ing the next big recording artist, was 
held at the Qwest Center on Aug. 10. 

When trying to select audition 
cities for the show, “American Idol,” 
senior producer Patrick Lynn pushed 
for Omaha. Lynn is friends with Dan 
Mirvish, director of “Omaha (The 
Movie)” and for him the film made 
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Omaha one of the top candidates. 

“That's a great little movie,” Lynn 
said in an interview with the Omaha 
World-Herald. “It really captures the 
quirky and off-beat aspects that make 
Omaha Omaha. Sure, it would be fun 
to show Ryan Seacrest on a combine, 
but I want this to be about more than 
just a bunch of combines.” 

Other major cities that were 
selected to hold auditions included 
Atlanta, Dallas, San Diego, Miami, 
Philadelphia and Charleston, S.C. 

The Omaha auditions premiered 
on Jan. 29 with only 19 contestants 

being passed through to the next 
round of eliminations. Among 
the most memorable perfor- 
mances were Chris Bern- 
heisel, a 25-year old fan 
who came bearing gifts 
for all three judges; Sarah 
Whitaker, a former profes- 
sional wrestler-turned- 
goth hailing from Council 
Bluffs; and David Cook, a 
bartender and musician from 
Oklahoma. 
Despite his offerings, Bern- 
heisel did not make is through to 
Hollywood. However, Fox’s Omaha 
affiliate news station, KPTM, 
hired him to be their weekly “Idol 
Expert” on the 9 p.m. news, and 
he has made several radio and TV 
guest appearances all over the U.S. 

“There are 40 to 50 million 
American’s that know my name 
now which is exciting,” Bernhei- 
sel told KPTM after the Omaha 
auditions aired in January. “This 
is everything that I wanted and it 
was SO crazy.” 

Cook also has experienced 
his share of success. The shaggy- 
haired singer made it to Holly- 
wood and was one of the top eight 
finalists.

Omaha Chamber of Commerce’s Web site, omahachamberorg. 
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The O! Public Art Project is similar to the J. Doe Public Art 
Project, which featured 6-foot fiberglass statues of gender-neutral 
humans in 2001. The O! sculptures, like the J. Doe sculptures, will be 


auctioned for charity, according to the Omaha World-Herald. 


UNO alumnus Bart 
Vargas, who recently won for 
Best Emerging Artist at the 
2008 Omaha Entertainment 
and Arts Awards, was one 
of 22 artists selected for the 
project. His sculpture, “O!,” 
was the only one selected 
for a traveling piece, making 
appearances at events like the 
College World Series. 

“For my design, I painted 
22 logos of that O! on it ran- 
domly: that was to represent 
the 22 O!’s around the city,” 
Vargas told the Gateway in Feb- 
ruary. “Then, I alternated red 
lines with five different colors 
of skin tones. 

“I tried to think of what 
the city wanted to do with that 
program and I thought a great 
way to celebrate the city was 
through the cultural diversity. 
I used different colors to sym- 
bolize that.”

HE North Central Conference, 

with 57 years of history in the 

NCAA will be forever put to rest 

after the completion of the spring 
and summer competition in 2008. 

The NCC has produced more than 

43 Division II national titles and more than 300 
individual national titles in nearly six decades of 
existence. 

The conference began as an idea at a sum- 
mer meeting in 1921. The concept then blos- 
somed in 1922, when track and field competi- 
tion hosted its first conference championship 
in Brookings, South Dakota. Throughout the 
years, the NCC has groomed several athletic 
programs into Division I competitors. 

Ironically, the success of the conference has 
been the culprit of its own demise. Powerhouse 
programs such as Northern Colorado, North 
Dakota State and South Dakota State have 


recently left in pursuit of Division I title dreams. 

Their success against potent NCC compe- 
tition forced the hands of these schools to search 
for higher ground in their competitive journeys. 

The seven all-sport programs and five 
specialized-sport programs remaining in the 
NCC will now go in their separate directions in 
pursuit of new competitive aspirations. 

The remaining seven programs include: 
UNO, the University of North Dakota, the 
University of South Dakota, University of 
Minnesota Duluth, St. Cloud State University, 
Minnesota State and Augustana College. 

The NCC awards championships in 20 
different sports and each spring awards all- 
sport champion trophies and Scholar-Athlete 
Awards for both the men and women.. 

The illustrious achievements of the NCC 
are documented, but also survive in the hearts 
and minds of its former coaches and athletes. 


The NCC has groomed 12 national team 
champions in the last seven years and, from 
1991 through 2001, the conference saw a team 
reach the national title game in each of the 11 
seasons. The most successful sport in the NCC’s 
existence is women’s basketball, which has 
seen its programs claim nine national titles in. 
the last 16 seasons. . 

The success of the North Central Confer- 
ence has undoubtedly shifted gears away from 
the Division I-dominating conference that it 
once was. However, this is a result of success 
that any competitive conference should face. 

Any time a level of competition can 
outgrow itself only cements the fact that the 
players, coaches and fans have all successfully 
contributed in building a region of competi- 
tion that is ready for the next level. Though it 
is gone, the memories of the NCC will remain 
forever - R

URING the 28-year involvement of women’s swim- 
ming and diving in the North Central Conference, 
the sport had been dominated by the Fighting Sioux 
of North Dakota. 

UND captured 25 titles during that span, 
including an imposing run of 23 straight 
between 1982 and 2004. However, now that the 
conference is gone, it is UNO that walks away as 
the last-ever defending champion of the NCC. 

Between Feb. 21 and Feb. 24, at UNO’s 
Health, Physical Education and Recreation 
Building pool, UNO and six other schools com- 
peted for the final NCC crown. 

While taking commanding leads over the 
other five teams in competition, the Mavericks 
jostled with the Sioux of North Dakota. UNO 
and UND combined for 2294.5 team points dur- 
ing the four-day event, which ended in a win for 
the ages as the Mavericks edged the Sioux by just 1.5 points. 

“It was really exciting to have the last one, especially since 
North Dakota has had it for so long,” said senior Megan Guth- 
miller. “We had it our freshman year also, so we kind of wanted 


to go out the same way.” 

UNO rode its success in the NCC into the national tournament, 
held in Columbia, Mo., March 12 through 
March 15. Aided by seven school 


records, including three from 
junior Lindsey Kline, 
the Mav- 
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ericks ended the meet in fifth place, the highest in the 11-year 
history of the program. 

Now, as UNO waves goodbye to a dissolving conference, the 
rising program also bids farewell to six seniors who have left a 
lasting legacy as two-time conference champions. 

Guthmiller, Ashley Barna, Jessica Hessel, 
Adrienne Losee, Lindsey Miletta and Leah Neiheisel 
can walk away from their collegiate careers knowing 
they were the most successful class that UNO swim- 
ming and diving has ever seen. 

“The competition will probably be the biggest 
thing that I’ll miss,” Guthmiller said. “I think I’ll 
be excited to be done with, like, five hour practices 
everyday, but [the competition] is what you work so 
hard for.” 

As for the rest of the team, they will move on 
to competition in the Mid-America Intercollegiate 
Athletics Association next season. 

In their transition, the Mavericks will be led by 
Kline, 2008 NCC Newcomer of the Year Kristy Gmeiner and 2008 
NCC Freshman of the Year Laura Kemp. 

Todd Samland, the NCC’s final coach of the year recipient, 
will be embarking on his 12th season as the head coach of the 
UNO swimming and diving program. 

The MIAA is currently without swimming and diving com- 
petition and will look to UNO, as well as other programs , to aid 
in its progression as a conference. 

UNO’s hopes for new competition will be motivated by the

EFORE the season started, 
UNO was picked to finish 
last in the North Central 
Conference in an NCAA 
Division II preseason media poll. 
However, the Mavericks came out 


and stunned their opponents with un- 
selfish teamwork and ended the season 
with an overall record of 25-7. 

“I thought we really competed 
each and every night out,” Head Coach 
Derrin Hansen said about his team’s per- 
formance.

T was a tough season for

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HE UNO track and field team recently ended its 
final indoor North Central Conference season with a 
disappointing finish. 
Highlighted by some outstanding 
individual performances this season, 
the team fell victim to bad luck in the Division II 
National Meet in March. 

The team had several bad moments includ- 
ing a baton drop in the 4x400 meter relay, which 
turned a potential second or third place finish into 
a 30th place finish. 

“It was a tough way to finish the indoor sea- 
son,” said Head Coach Steve Smith. “We just have 
to get it together and get ready for the outdoors.” 

Prior to the national meet, the season pro- 
duced a number of titles in multiple events. 

Junior sprinter Molly Belling, although both- 
ered by injury, had a great year and finished with 
several title wins, including the 60- and 200-meter events. The 
Omaha native always kept a positive outlook on the season, 
even when the times of injury slowed her down a step in her 
final dash in the NCC. 

“Iam going to miss the North Central Conference, but I 
feel that the Mid-America Intercollegiate Athletics Association 
is a very competitive conference for us to be in,” Belling said. 
“We are going to miss the competition with South Dakota. The 
other NCC teams were very competitive, but I am going to miss 
competing against that team.” 

Another component to the success of the Maverick team 
was the leadership of senior distance runner Kaylen Harris. 
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Pinar Saka, from Istanbul, Turkey, made her way to UNO via transfer 


Harris, an Omaha native, finished the final indoor season of her 
collegiate career in spring, but still has one more opportunity to 
compete in the NCC against outdoor competition. 

“It’s been a great experience in my four years at UNO,” 
Harris said. “Starting out as a walk-on fresh- 
man, I really feel great about how far I have 
come and what I have done to help my team.” 

Though Harris will be graduating in May, 
she is currently competing in her final outdoor 
season as a Maverick. 

Another key to the season was the gritty 
determination of UNL transfer, Pinar Saka, from 
Istanbul, Turkey. The junior specialized in the 
200- and 400-meter events, which she dominat- 
ed several times throughout the indoor season. 
Saka’s determination to win-at-all-costs bodes 
well for a competitive program like UNO.

VER spring break, the North Central Conference 
officially said goodbye to its most successful ath- 
letic program of this decade. 

The UNO wrestling team is the only NCC 
program to win three national championships in the last five 
seasons. 

This season, the Mavericks turned in a third place finish 
at the NCAA Division II National Tournament, held in Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa on March 14 and March 15. The bronze medal was 
given to the Mavericks accompanied by two individual national 
titles. Cody Garcia claimed his second national championship in 
three years in the 125-pound division. 

His ease against the competition, including a smooth- 
sailing 8-2 decision over Minnesota 
State’s Nick Smith, earned the UNO 
sophomore the tournament’s Most 
Outstanding Wrestler award. 

“It was kind of bittersweet,” Gar- 
cia said. “Not winning the team title 
kind of puts a damper on things.” 

Junior Todd Meneely became 
UNO’s seventh ever back-to-back 
national champion after making short 
work of the 149-pound division. Me- 
neely put an exclamation point on his 
tournament with a 9-3 decision over 
Western State’s Camille DuPont in a 
battle of No. 1 versus No. 2. 

“We had a good year,” Garcia said. “We had to fight 
through some things, some injuries, but throughout the year we 
stayed pretty consistent.” 

Next season, UNO will return all but one wrestler from this 
year’s starting lineup as the team embarks on a new journey into 
the Mid-America Intercollegiate Athletics Association in Novem- 
ber. With the new conference comes a new placement into the 
Midwest region.

ESPITE a bitter end to the season, 
the Maverick hockey team isn’t 
spending much time thinking of 
what could have been. 

UNO ended its 11th season with a record 
of 17-19-4 and a quick exit from the Central Col- 
legiate Hockey Association tournament at the 
hands of the No. 1 Michigan Wolverines. 

The victory over UNO helped add the 
Wolverines to the list of the final four teams in 
this year’s NCAA tournament. Meanwhile, the 
Mavs ended their season eighth in their confer- 
ence, after being projected to finish fifth at the 
season’s start.

For Head Coach Mike Kemp, ae of 
2007-08 are behind him as 
plans for next season are 
already underway.

“That 
was one of our weaknesses 
at the start of the year and 
should be one of our 
strengths going into next 
season.” 

All defensive players 
will return next year, but a 
vital step will be finding replacements for the 
team’s key seniors. Bryan Marshall, Brandon 
Scero and Mick Lawrence accounted for 117 
points, but were also leaders off the ice. 

Kemp and Fohr both pointed to Charleston 
and several others to fill vacant leadership roles. 


“He's [Charleston] 
a highly-skilled forward 
and I look at him today 
as the guy who’s got to 
lead us offensively next 
year up front,” Fohr 
said. 

The opportunity 
for the talented player 
comes at a time the team 
needs new leadership. 

“It’s great when 
you re asked to fill a role 
like that,” Charleston 
said. “I think [the role] 
needs to be done by an. 
upperclassman this year, 
who isn’t going to take 
any crap from anybody 
and is going to com- 
mand the ship. I think 
there are a lot of guys that could fill that role, but 
it’s just who's going to fill it the best.” 

Not only are the returning players heavily 
lauded by the coaches, but they also have high 
hopes for the incoming fresh- 
men. 

‘Johnny Kemp coming 
in as a freshman, he is an un-

HE UNO football program held 
its ground in the deteriorating, 
but one time dominating, North 
Central Conference for many 
years. However, now that run for the ages 
is over and the start of anew opportunity 
is just beginning. 

The Mid-America Intercollegiate 
Athletics Association, a south-central 
based conference, has accepted into its 
family, a UNO football program which 
has been competitive for a number of 
years in the NCC. 

Facing the likes of Northern Colora- 
do, North Dakota State and South Dakota 
State - now all Division I teams - there is 
no question the NCC’s tough competition 
has prepared UNO for the move. 

Leading the team in his 15th season, 
Head Coach Pat Behrns feels confident 
about the Mavs’ performance against 
unfamiliar athletes. 

“Our focus remains mainly on the 
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things we can do to improve as a team,” 
Behrns said. “I think the team is taking 

a business-like approach to the change 
and looking more at it from a standpoint 
of doing what they need to do to be 
competitive.” 

After last years undefeated regular 
season, along with the fourth-straight 
and final NCC crown, the transition to 
the Missouri-based region should bring a 
new challenge to the Mavericks in 2008. 

“T think it’s the unfamiliarity about 
the new competition that really brings a 
new excitement to the program,” Behrns 
said. “It should be a great challenge for 
us.” 

Last year’s thrilling come-from- 
behind victory over then-No. 2 Northwest 
Missouri State, just became even more 
important this season. As part of the 
move, UNO will face the Bearcats for the 
first time at home as conference rivals on 
Sept. 27 at Caniglia Field. 

Prior to the 2008 season, playing 


against NWMS as a non-conference 
matchup was an intense battle. Now 

that the Mavericks and Bearcats will face 
each other with the MIAA crown sitting 
between them, a conference rivalry for the 
ages has now been born. 

“There’s a certain side of you that 
likes the excitement of playing games like 
that, but there’s also a side of you that 
wishes you didn’t have to go through that 
much ... but you do,” Behrns said humor- 
ously about the 25-21 thriller last season. 

The players also know the level of 
competition that they will be up against in 
the Missouri region. 

Teams like Pittsburgh State, Truman 
State, Emporia State, Missouri Western 
and Washburn University are all exciting 
candidates to be future rivals for the 
Mavericks. 

“Tt was tough to see the NCC go, 
but moving to the MIAA isn’t a bad thing 
when seeing how far these teams go in 
the NCAA playoffs,” said senior standout 


Troy Kush. “I’m glad I get a 
chance for at least one year 
to be a part of the conference 
move for UNO.” 

In 2008, the Mavericks 
return a number of starters 
on both sides of the ball, in- 
cluding many senior leaders. 

On offense, the Mavs re- 
turn quarterback Zach Miller, 
wide receivers David Carey 
and Troy Kush, running back 
Brian McNeil and offensive 
linemen Aaron Bierman, 
Shawn Avery and Jake Sjuts. 

With the loss of two All-American 
linemen, left tackle Ben Hochstein and 
center Jake Krause, the Mavericks will 
definitely be tested in the running game 
this season. 

Guiding the offense, the team wel- 
comes former Division III college coach 
Aaron Keen to the program as its newly- 
installed offensive coordinator and wide 
receivers coach. 

In 2007, Keen led Division IU, Illinois 
College to a record of 4-6, with four losses 
by a touchdown or less, while producing 
an average of 382.8 yards of total offense 
per game.

HE UNO golf team followed 

up an impressive fall season 

on March 18, taking first 

place at the Lion Invitational 
in Pottsboro, Texas. 

The Mavericks got off to an early 
lead in the first round with a team score 
of 324. The score was just good enough 
to hold onto a victory, as heavy rains 
cancelled the second round. In the 
tournament, sophomore Abbey Weddle 
recorded a score of 79, which put her into 
a three-way tie for first. The tournament 
win marked the fourth team victory of 
the season for UNO. 

“The biggest obstacle for us right 
now is the weather,” said Head Coach 
Tim Nelson. “We're just hoping to get 
some warmer weather so we can get 
some solid practices in.” 

The Mavs compiled three tourna- 
ment wins under Nelson during the fall 
season and look to continue their play as 


the spring season progresses. The victories 
for UNO came consecutively with wins at 
the Bandana Square Invitational, Southwest 
Minnesota State Invitational and the Uni- 
versity of North Dakota Invitational. 

“I feel very confident in our team,” 
Nelson said. “Four of our players are in 
the Top 10 in our region, so I think we are a 
pretty solid team.” 

In the final fall season of the North 
Central Conference tournament, the 
Mavericks finished in third out of the six 
golf teams in the conference. UNO finished 
with three golfers placing in the top 10 in 
the event. 

Sara Wolfe finished tied for sixth place, 
while Lindsay Newton and Erin Ommen 
both finished in an eighth-place tie. Lindsay 
Newton and Sara Wolfe were both crowned 
as individual champions during the fall 
season. Newton won the crown at the Mus- 
tang Invite and Wolfe won hers at the Sioux 
Women’s Golf Invitational. 

Lynn Mulligan was UNO’s most con- 
sistent player during the fall season, com- 


piling a stroke average of 79.2 and placing 
outside of the Top 10 only once, finishing 
12th in the NCC championship. 

“We have four seniors on the team and 
three of them are in the top five consis- 
tently,” Nelson said. “It’s going to be tough 
to replace the leaders of the team, but lam 
excited about what we will get from our 
team next year.” 

Next year will also mark a new begin- 
ning for the team as they will face new 
competition in the Mid-America Intercol- 
legiate Athletics Association. The move, 
while exciting, is causing mixed emotions 
for Nelson. 

“I think we are really going to miss the 
competition in the NCC,” Nelson said. “I 
think the North Central Conference was re- 
ally a competitive league to compete in for 
our golf program.” 

As of April 8, UNO still has several 
remaining tournaments to compete in this 
season before gearing up for the NCAA 
Division II regional championships held on 
May 5 and May 6. - R
